Whether the tax 
will he imposed on amateur clubs is not yet eerUin.

New York. December 9. — That there will be a 
much longer racing season in New York state in 
1916 than this year is practically assured. Rnmur 
has it the spring meetings will begin about May 1. 
and it will nut lie surprising should there lie eon- 
tiiiuous racing until the middle or end of October. 
Such is the general filling and the report from 
fairly authentic .sources. 'The arguments for a more 
lengthy season are founded on the facts that the 
siKirt on the Maryland tracks is not in the least 4le- 
pendciit on New York iiatronage and that a confli«-t 
of spring and autumn dates wonld not impair the 
attenilance to a marked degree. 

The closing meeting at Belmont Park this year 
was attendcil by excellent patronage and indicatol 
that racing could have been profitably cmitinned. 
It is not at all unlikely that there will be autumn 
me<*tings eai-h of twelve or fifteen days’ doration 
at Belmont Park, .\i|U4Hluet and Jamaica in 1916. 

Before racing is resumed at the IJinplre City track 
ni‘xt season, many iiiiproveiiients will be necessary, 
after the uses to which tlie track was put liy* the 
l4?ssees, liut many more than the mere returning it 
to a suitable racing ground fur tlie thoroiigbbreils 
are contenijilated. Mr. Butler has purchased the 
property that adjoins the course, and the plot now 
takes in everything up to tlie corner of Jerome and 
Mount Vernon avenues. Mount Vernon avenue has 
been {lavisl since the last meeting held by the Em- 
pire City Itacing Association, and while the extent 
of the changes aud improvements has not yet been 
definitel.v announced, it is known that the Yonkers 
track will be elaborately improved. 



COL. W. HALL WALKER’S OFFER FAILS. 



It was recently published in American newspapers 
that CoL W. Hall Walker had donated his great 
breisiiug establishments in Ireland and Ehghuid 
to the British government and that bis munificent 
offer hg,d been accepted. In all except the accept- 
ance the report was correct. 'The offer was made, 
but the government officials did not find time to 
consider tne offer and it was withdrawn, concerning 
which “Anger” said in London Sporting Life of 
November 26: 

“As announeeil yesterday. Col. Hall Walker has 
withdrawn his offer to hand over his Tally breeding 
stud aud Russley Park training quarters to the 
government for the piiriKise of founding a national 
stud. I’ersonally, I looked for no other result of 
the coluners magnanimous offer, for the simple 
reason that there was not the slightest hope of 
official red tape being unwound quickly enough for 
the matter to be discussed, let alone arranged, 
within the available margin of time. Apparently 
Col. Hall Walker himself has come to the same 
(Hmcluskin, with the result that the bloodstock he 
has entered for sale at Newmarket a week today will 
duly come uinler the hammer. 

“It is untrue, nevertheless, to assert, as has been 
done in non-sporting papers, that the whole of 
the 'Fully Stud inmates will be offered next week. 
As a matter of fact, only the broodmares, yearling 
fillies and certain horses in training will be sub- 
mitted on the occasion named, and there will thus 
he left this year’s crop of foals, as well as the 
stallions. All this, by the way, however, and what 
I iiartieularly want to emphasize at the moment is 
the failure of the government departments con- 
cerned to east aside, for once in a way. whatever 
obstacles in the sbai>e of regulations stood between 
aeceiitance and refusal of an offer as valuable nt 
it was unique. Everybody is aware, or ought to 
be. that government officials in every department 
have their bands too full at present to deal with 
frivolous or useless saggiest ions, but when a really 
valuable one comes tlieir way. there surely ought 
to lie some means in existence whereby an acceptance 
can be come to without loss of time. 

“It has be«‘n asserted frequently since the war 
settled down into a trial of strc*ngth in the matter 
of guns and projectiles that the horse is no longer 
of anv service in warfare. Early in the present 
hostilities, however, the cavalry on both sides was 
proT^ to be indisiiensalile, and if since then it has 
been almost entirely a matter of continual entrencu- 
ment, it is in every way probable that cavalry 
regiments will play a |>rominent part in the con- 
cluding stages of the long-sustained imnllict. Apart 
from that, however, who can predict with any pre- 
tence of certainty in what part of the world the 
next war will take place? Conditions elsewhen? 
might be the reverse of those which are being ex- 
perienced today and the horse once more become a 
vital factor in the sphere in which he has so often 
played a leading part. 

‘“rhat future British governments will find them- 
selves compelled to pay a vast amount of attention 
to the maintenance of a proper supply of horses for 
army purposi-s is altogether be.vond question. France. 
Russia and Ital.v, as well as our enemies, German.v 
and Austria, ail realised the necessity for «loing 
so long ago. and if it he contended that we have 
got along well so far without having resort to the 
methods employed on the continent, the obvious 
reply is that the necessity for complete revolution 
in this, as well as many other directions, has long 
since lieen demonstrated. We are requiriHl t<Nla.v 
to liring oiir whole nianhoo«l into line in the «-oiiu- 
try’s ilefense, to darken oiir streets and dwell- 
ing houses, to eat and drink less and to practice 
ec-ononiy geiM*ralIy. u<«ne of which trials has ever 
iHeii l'nflict*-d u|Mm tiie pT«*sent *>r several imst 
generations. Is it iiiireas<malde to in<)iiire. there- 
fon*. why tlie government remains, as it apparentl.r 
does' do.’ quite iin|>ertiirb«‘d in the face of the «-on- 
staiit draining of oiir liIoodst«M-k ri'serves, and nmre- 
over iieghvts siieli a golden o|H»ortiinity to arrest 
tlie evil as was pr»*seiited l»y C«d. Hall Walker’s 
liatriotie offi-r?”
